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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Status 

Claim 1 had been canceled. Claims 12, 15, 34 and 55 had been amended. New claims 91-94 had 
been added. Currently claims 2 to 94 are under examination. The said claims had been 
renumbered as claims 1 to 93. 

Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants claim: 

• In re-numbered claims 1-14; 33-37; 50-64 and 90-93 a series of compounds as described 
on such claims. 

• In re-numbered claims 15-32; 38-49 and 65-89 and, a series of compositions or methods 
comprising the claimed compounds. 

No prior art disclosing or suggesting the claimed compounds was found in the prior art. The 
closest art relevant to Applicant's instant invention was found in Preuss et al, US patent 4284621 
and Manrao et al, CA 101:85528 abstract for Pesticides, 1984, 18 (2) pages 30 to 36. 
Preuss discloses the preparation of a series of compounds useful in the preparation of 
compositions directed to protect the skin against UV radiation to a sreater or lesser extent (col. 
1, lines 1 to 27). Among the compounds disclosed by Preuss are: 

• 4-hydroxy-3-methoxybenzylidenemalonic acid diethyl ester and 

• 4-hydroxy-3-methoxybenzylideneacetoacetic acid ethyl ester (see Table 1. 
Such compounds are used in cosmetic agents and in dermatology. 

Manrao discloses a series of ferulic acid derivatives. 
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The derivatives disclosed by Press and Manrao, however are not embraced in Applicant's instant 
invention because variable groups present in the cited references are different from those present 
in the instant invention as already discussed on paper no. 4, page 6, paragraph 2 to 4.
